Tiaflies  and  Gentlemen, 

T have  the  honour  to  present  to  yon  my  Fifteenth  Annnnl 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  of  Goole  and  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  during  19()L  The  first  7\nnnal 
Report  for  the  township  was  published  for  the  year  1875,  which 
makes  this  one  the  87th  in  the  series. 

These  Reports  have  been  presented  by  yonr  Medical  Officers

VITAL  STATISTICS  : 

.459  live  births  were  registered;  40  more  than  in  1960,  This 
gives  a Birth  Rate  of  19.1  per  1,000  population  and,  by  the  applica- 
tion of  the  Comparability  Factor,  an  Adjusted  Birth  Rate  of  18.5. 
It  compares  favourably  with  the  County  figure  of  17.2.  The  National 
figure  is  17.4.  There  were  5 still-births  notified  and  15  of  all  births 
were  illegitimate, 

247  deaths  were  registered  giving  a Crude  Death  Rate  of 
l,‘!.l  per  1,000  population  and  an  Adjusted  Rate  of  l.l.ti. 

The  increase  was  largely  due  to  a sharp  rise  in  deaths  from 
respiratory  diseases. 

1.4  deaths  occurred  under  the  age  of  one  year;  11  occurred 
in  the  first  .4  months  of  life  and  8 of  them  in  the  first  week.  The 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  .46.2.  The  County  Rate  was  24.6  and 
the  National  Rate  was  21.4. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  maternal  causes. 

CENSUS  1961. 

The  accurate  assessment  of  population  every  ten  years  is 
always  received  with  interest.  It  was  disconcerting  to  find  a 
decrease  of  (>65  in  comparison  with  the  Registrar  General’s  esti- 
mated population  for  the  previous  year — an  estimate  which  must 
have  been  unduly  optimistic  for  recent  years.  One  result  is  that 
rates  calculated  on  the  estimated  populations  in  the  last  year  or 
two  are  on  the  low  side. 

It  is  more  satisfactory  to  compare  the  1961  census  figure 
with  that  for  1951.  The  decrease  is  then  seen  to  be  only  .459  over 
ten  years  (males  94,  females  265).

It  must  bo  ke])t  in  mind,  however,  that  durin^^  the  inter- 
('ensal  ])eriod  live  birth.s  exceeded  deaths  Ijy  582  so  that  the  loss  by 
removal  from  the  Borough  in  that  period  is  942.  A considerable 
number  of  families  which  have  disappeared  from  the  electoral  list 
may  still  work  and  shop  in  the  Borough. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  ; 

581  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  occurred  in  1951. 
An  epidemic  of  measles  in  the  first  three  months  of  the  year 
accounted  for  448  cases  and  whooping  cough  in  July,  August  and 
September  for  104  cases.  This  is  the  first  time  since  whooi)ing 
cough  became  a notifiable  disease  over  twenty  years  ago  that  an 
outbreak  has  occurred  in  the  summer.  None  of  the  children  affected 
had  been  immunised. 

POLIOMYELITIS  PREVENTION. 

The  steady  demand  throughout  the  year  was  met  until  laic 
autumn  when  Salk  vaccine  was  in  short  supply  and  no  vaccination 
except  for  certain  priority  groups  was  done  during  the  last  three 
months.  The  shortage  was  due  to  the  heavy  demand  for  vaccine  in 
those  parts  of  the  country  where  cases  of  poliomyelitis  ^vere 
occurring.  There  may  also  have  been  some  running  down  of  stocks 
]»ending  the  introduction  of  oral  vaccine.  A sharp  outbreak  of 
l)oliomyelitis  in  Hull  during  October  was  watched  with  considerable 
interest  and  concern.  A number  of  Goole  residents  working  in  oi' 
\ isiting  Hull  availed  themselves  of  the  oral  vaccine  which  was  used 
there  to  control  the  outbreak.  (Sabin  oral  vaccine  became  available 
in  the  Borough  in  March,  1962). 

MENTAL  HEALTH. 

A modern  Training  Centre  was  opened  by  the  County 
(Jouncil  at  Raweliffe  in  November  with  40  trainees.  This  provides 
training  for  persons  found  to  be  unable  to  benefit  from  education 
in  normal  or  special  schools.  There  are  two  adult  classes  and  three 
junior  classes  for  those  under  16  years  of  age.  About  half  the 
trainees  come  from  Goole  and  Selby  and  half  from  the  Thorne  area. 
Although  the  ultimate  aim  of  gaining  employment  is  remote  for 
most  of  the  trainees  the  enthusiasm  and  patience  of  the  Centre 
Supervisor  and  teachers  is  slowly  but  steadily  improving  the  lot  of 
most  of  these  adults  and  children. 

in  conclusion  1 am  grateful  for  the  continued  support  and 
interest  of  the  Chairman  ancl  Members  of  the  l^ublic  Health  Com- 
mittee and  for  the  efficiency  and  co-operation  of  the  staffs  of  Gie 
Public  Health  Department  and  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  of  the 
Medical  and  Nursing  Officers  and  Voluntary  Workers  at  the  Clinics 
and  the  Training  Centre  staff.

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NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS

Goole  is  tliG  most  inland  and  one  of  the  busiest  and  important 
of  the  East  Coast  Ports,  being  situated  on  the  navigable  and  tidal 
poi'tion  of  the  Yorkshire  Ouse  about  fifty  miles  from  the  sea.  It  is 
located  in  the  fiat  alluvial  plain  of  the  vale  of  York,  at  the  extreme 
eastern  portion  of  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire. 

It  lies  at  a lower  level  than  the  waters  of  the  ordinary  tides 
which  are  prevented  from  overfiovdiig  by  artifically  raised  banks. 
The  general  level  of  the  town  is  eight  to  twelve  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  sub-soil  consists  of  alluvial  deposit  or  warp,  which  is 
naturally  damp.  Below  the  warp,  at  a depth  of  about  six  feet,  is 
a layer  of  peat  which  varies  in  thickness  from  less  than  one  foot 
to  more  flian  six  feet  in  different  parts  of  the  town.  Immediately 
Ijelow  the  peat  is  a layer  of  laminated  clay  which  is  generally 
CON  ered  with  a thin  bed  of  sand. 

Although  Goole  Borough  has  an  area  of  only  1,267  acres  it  is 
the  market  town  for  a large  agricultural  district  being  entirely 
surrounded  by  the  Goole  Kural  District  with  an  area  of  over  38,000 
acres.  Its  next  nearest  neighbour  is  the  Howdeii  Eural  District 
across  the  river  Ouse  in  the  East  Biding  of  Yorkshire,  from  whence 
it  also  attracts  trade. 

Together  with  an  extensive  coastal  trade  the  port  has  important 
commercial  dealings  with  the  continental  and  Baltic  ports.  The 
export  of  coal  produced  in  the  South  Yorkshire  Coalfield  and  the 
import  and  export  of  general  merchandise  being  the  life-blood  of 
the  town.  The  majority  of  the  Avorking  population  find  their 
livelihood  in  shipping,  shipbuilding  and  repairing,  engineering, 
milling,  malting,  fertiliser,  fibre-glass  and  dextrine  manufacture, 
Avholesale  clothing,  agriculture,  and  their  ancillary  trades.  The 
Corporation  own  the  water  undertaking,  market  hall,  cattle  market, 
slaughterhouse,  library,  parks  and  public  gardens,  public  baths,  and 
a pleasure  ground  for  outdoor  athletic  pursuits.  The  Corporation 
owns  1,983  dwellings  and  has  made  provision  for  the  building  of 
another  two  hundred  but  these  plans  have  not  yet  come  to 
fruition  due  to  a series  of  frustrating  delays.  Every  house  has 
an  adequate  supply  of  pure  water  and  the  town  is  now  entirely 
on  the  water  carriage  system.  The  state  of  employment  is  very 
good  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  general  well  being  of  the  people. 
With  few  exceptions  all  streets  both  front  and  back  have  been 
properly  made  up  and  adopted  by  the  local  authority.  Goole  can 
])e  truly  described  as  a clean  and  well  administered  small  town, 
with  reasonable  amenities  and  pleasant  rural  surroundings  despite 
the  very  flat  nature  of  the  countryside  which  is  said  to  resemble 
the  flat  parts  of  the  Netherlands.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

T have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  twenty-sixth  Animal 
Rejiort  on  the  Avorh  of  the  Housing,  Environmental  and  Food 
Hygiene  Section  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  As  Public 
Health  Inspectors  our  duties  are  defined  by  many  Acts,  Orders  and 
Regulations,  our  official  activities  restricted  to  the  Boiough  we 
s(>rve,  but  as  members  of  a wide-spread  public  health  service  we 
have  a part  to  play  and  an  interest  in  all  that  appertains  to  the 
In'alth,  happiness  and  wmlfare  of  the  community. 

Because  of  this  we  maintain  a.  close  liaison  with  all  other 
workers  in  the  field,  especially  those  who  like  ourselves  are  part  of 
the  team  of  the  Aledical  Officer  of  Health — Health  Visitors,  District 
Nurses,  School  Nurses,  Welfare  Officers,  Blind  Teachers,  also  the 
(diildren’s  Officers,  Probation  Officers,  National  Assistance  Board 
and  the  Imspectors  of  the  N.S.P.C.C.  We  gladly  acknowledge  the 
assistance  and  advice  we  are  given  from  time  to  time,  esjiecdallv 
I'elating  to  housing  matters  and  what  for  want  of  a better  name  w(' 
designate  prolilem  families.  We  willingly  reciprocate  such  help 
wlien  we  can.  The  year  has  lieen  one  of  steady,  if  unspectacular 
]»rogress.  The  first  phase  of  the  Old  Goole  Clearance  and  Rehousing 
sclieme  has  been  completed  and  the  second  phase  will  we  hope  be 
completed  in  1962.  There  has  been  a steady  flow  of  applications  for 
Improvement  Grants  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  refuse  approval 
in  only  one  instance.  A pleasing  feature  is  that  twenty-seven  of 
the  schemes  approved  were  for  rented  houses.  The  landlords  of 
these  are  to  be  commended  and  their  example  held  up  to  others. 
The  additional  return  which  owners  of  improved  houses  can  now 
get  on  the  capital  so  expended  should  be  an  inducement  to  them  to 
embark  on  schemes  of  improvement  to  their  properties.  There  has 
again  been  a decrease  in  the  numbei’  of  complaints  made  to  the 
department  and  I offer  the  same  explanation  for  this  as  I did  for 
the  year  1960.  The  continued  shortage  of  jobbing  building  laliour 
causi's  delay  in  the  execution  of  repairs  and  irritation,  sometimes 
grave  discomfort  and  inconvenience,  to  those  who  have  to  suffer 
the  disrepair,  but  craftsmen  prefer  new  work  to  repair  work,  and  a 
remedy  is  difficult  to  find  so  long  as  the  building  industry  is  so  fully 
extended.  No  ayiplications  have  been  made  for  Certificates  of 
Disrepair. 

We  have  now  lieen  taking  measurements  of  atmospheric  pollu- 
tion in  Goole  since  1950.  The  deposit  gauge  is  on  the  roof  of  the 
Child  Welfare  Centre  in  Bai'tholomew  Avenue  which  is  not  the 
dirtiest  ]>art  of  the  town  Init  should  lie  one  of  the  cleanest.  Vet 
CNen  here  the  dejiosits  per  annum  have  varied  from  76.56  to  160 
tons  per  square  mile.  In  the  exceptionally  fine  weather  of  1959 
(kqiosits  for  September  were  as  low  as  2.45  tons  Init  in  January  of 
lhat  same  year,  a yx'riod  of  persistent  fog  and  light  winds,  we  had 
a deyiosit  of  51.92  tons  per  square  mile  per  month.  The  measure- 
ment of  sulyihur  in  the  air  indicates  a definite  trend — wdien  the 
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weather  is  warm  less  coal  is  burned  in  domestic  grates  and  the 
su]|)hnr  conteiit  falls.  When  the  weather  is  cold  householders  stoke 
u])  and  the  sulphur  content  increases.  When  a gra])h  of  the  sulphur 
content  is  inx'erted  and  placed  ov(U'  a gra])h  of  mean  tem])ei'atures 
the  (‘ur\es  almost  coincide.  These  measurements,  both  of  deposit(Ml 
dirt  and  of  sulphur  in  the  air,  do  not  show  us  the  state  of  atnios- 
pluM'ic  pollution  all  over  (loole,  but  they  do  tell  us  (a)  the  more 
bituminous  coal  burnt,  the  moi'e  sulphur  in  the  air  and  the  more 
filth  dejiosited,  (b)  that  at  one  spot  in  the  town  we  are  either  as 
dij'ty,  or  dirtier  or  cleaner  than  certain  spots  in  certain  other  to\sms. 
These  measurements  perform  a useful  function  l)ut  they  are  not 
wholly  necessary.  A person  of  moderate  powers  of  obser\'ation  can 
see  the  results  of  the  smoke  we  create — filthy  streets  more  partic- 
ularly in  the  winter  when  the  roads  and  footpaths  are  coated  with 
sooty  slime  for  weeks  on  end;  sooty  paintwork  necessitating  fre- 
cpient  washing;  soiled  soft  fuimishings  causing  the  housewife  more 
\vork;  cori'oded  stone  and  metal  work,  especially  light  metal  gutters 
and  fallpipes.  The  fact  is  that  we  have  grown  so  used  to  filthy  air 
we  are  not  ready  to  believe  that  an  effort  to  get  cleaner  air  in  the 
town  is  necessai\y  or  even  important.  How  often  have  I been  told 
“There  is  no  smoke  pollution  in  Goole”  or  “Well,  no  doubt  you  are 
right  but  nothing  can  be  done  about  it.”  These  are  honest  opinions 
honestly  expressed  but  they  ignore  the  visual  evidence  open  to  all 
ho  have  eyes  to  see — the  smoke  varying  in  colour  from  yellow  to 
black  poured  out  from  any  domestic  chimney  when  the  fire  is  made' 
up  with  coal,  the  filthy  pavements,  the  splashed  stockings,  the  soiled 
shoes,  the  sooty  paintwork,  the  dirty  curtains,  cushions,  loose  co\  ers 
etc.,  etc.,  etc.  All  these  plus  the  measurement  of  January,  IDil!), 
show  that  even  a small  town  can  bcome  seriously  polluted,  so  that 
every  step  taken  to  reduce  the  emission  of  smoke  is  a step  in  the 
right  direction.  Unfortunately  in  this  matter  there  has  been  710 

change  of  policy  in  the  Council  since  1960.  Smoke  nuisances  from 
ships  in  the  docks  are  reported  to  the  Hull  and  Goole  Port  Health 
Authority  who  issue  warnings  to  the  owners  of  the  offending 
vessels.  The  attention  of  the  occupiers  of  a factoi'y  was  drawn  to 
a nuisance  caused  by  the  careless  use  of  an  incinerator  a7id 
instructions  were  given  to  the  employee  concerned,  resulting  i7i  n 
remedy.  A serious  S777oke  nuisance  from  a locomotive  passiiig 
through  the  town  was  reported  to  the  local  traffic  manager  of 
Bidtish  Railways,  who  promised  that  a full  investigation  would  be 
made  into  the  complaint.  The  teethiiig  troubles  in  the  new  plant 
at  St.  Johns  Ho.spital  have  not  yet  been  fully  remedied  but  are  710I 
l)eing  neglected.  Thorough  investigations  have  been  made  by  and 
the  fullest  consultation  has  taken  place  between  the  technical 
officers  of  the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board,  the  National  Coal 
Board,  the  consulting  engineers,  the  Secretary  to  the  Manageme7it 
Co7nmittee  and  the  officers  of  the  Council.  A new  low  ]u*essuie  hot 
water  central  heating  system  has  been  installed  at  Messi's.  Boots 
premises  58  Boothferiw  Road.  The  rating  is  175,000  B.T.U.s  ])ei' 
liotii'  and  the  fuel  used  is  aiithracite,  which  is  xirtually  smokeh'ss. 
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HOUSING  AND  SLUM  CLEARANCE. 


The  first  phase  of  the  Old  Goole  Scheme  has  been  completed.  OS 
dwellings  com])rising'  12  one-bedroom  flats,  4 four-bedroom  houses, 
.‘Ui  three-l)edroom  houses  and  4()  two-bedroom  houses  have'  ])eon 
l)uilt  on  tlie  Wroots  Field  Estate.  These  are  now  occui)ied  and  lOS 
houses  of  the  147  in  the  area  are  vacant  awaiting  demolition  so  that 
the  second  phase  of  the  scheme  (-an  begin.  This  will  |)ro\'ide  for 
the  HO  families  left  in  Don  and  (Houper  Streets  and  for  14  fiimiru's 
in  \>rmuyden  Terrace,  South,  Biddge  and  Capstan  Sti'eets. 

Although  this  mav  be  pleasing,  there  is  no  room  for  com[)lacencv. 
Man  y unfit  houses,  intended  to  l)e  dealt  with  iii  a five  year  pei'iod 
^vhich  has  now  expired,  still  remain  occupied  and  must  remain  so 
until  new  houses  are  availal)le  for  the  rehousing  of  those  who  live 
in  them — the  Central  Ward  Area,  Prospect  Terrace,  Belle  \Tm 
Terrace,  Axholme  Street,  Hook  Road,  Providence  Place,  Calder 
Street,  Church  Street,  about  128  dwellings  in  all.  Since  the  Slum 
Clearance  Programme  was  made  in  1954  two  things  have  happened 
to  (diange  it — properties  which  at  that  time  were  not  included  have 
deteriorated  so  badly  due  to  time  and  neglect  that  they  should  now 
be  included  in  a second  programme,  and  sights  have  been  raised  to 
a higher  and  better  target  so  that  some  properties  which  eight  years 
ago  were  thought  to  be  at  least  tolerable,  are  now  seen  for  what 
they  really  are — -not  tit  for  decent  modern  living  arid  they  too 
should  be  included  in  a second  programme.  1 refer  to  properties  in 
and  off  Queens  Avenue,  St.  Andrew’s  Terrace  and  parts  of  Fourtli 
Avenue,  also  Duckells  Buildings  and  various  odd  lots,  making  a 
total  of  approximately  240  dwellings  which  will  need  to  be  replaced 
by  new  houses  in  the  future.  From  the  above  it  will  be  seeii  that 
if  the  grossly  unfit  houses  in  the  town  are  to  be  dealt  with,  a total 
of  appi'oximately  370  new  dwellings  will  be  needed  to  rehouse  the 
displaced  occupants,  and  this  is  no  mean  task,  but  one  well  worth 
doing  and  which  will  return  a rich  harvest  in  health,  happiness  and 
contentment  to  those  who  will  profit  by  its  accomplishment. 

Cases  of  domestic  strife  resulting  in  the  break-up  of  families 
cause  much  concern  and  it  has  unfortunately  been  necessary  to  tell 
some  tenants  that  unless  they  can  resolve  their  differences  so  that 
the  house  they  occupy  is  used  as  a family  dwelling,  they  wdll  be 
lecjuired  to  find  other  accommodation.  In  some  instances  this  has 
caused  some  real  thinking  and  a change  of  heart,  but  not  in  all. 
It  has  also  been  found  necessary  when  tenants  persistently  annoy 
or  complain  of  each  other  to  tell  them  that  unless  they  can  live  in 
peace  they  will  each  be  required  to  find  other  accommodation,  as  in 
many  of  such  situations  it  would  need  the  wisdom  of  a Solomon  to 
discover  who  is  the  instigator  of  the  discord.  Five  court  orders 
for  possession  because  of  arrears  of  rent  were  obtained  and 
executed.  One  of  the  five  tenants  had  abandoned  the  tenancy,  but 
four  families  had  to  be  evicted.  This  action  certainly  got  rid  of 
four  bad  tenants  but  has  raised  problems  serious  for  the  community. 
One  family  split  up,  the  mother  and  children  went  to  Leeds,  so  did 
the  father  for  a short  time  but  he  is  now  back  in  Goole  living  as  a 
vagrant.  Another  family  split  up,  the  mother  and  three  children 
are  living  and  sleeping  with  the  man  with  whom  she  lives,  in 
grossly  overcrowded  conditions,  in  one  room,  while  a daughter  has 
been  taken  into  the  care  of  the  County  Council  for  her  moral 
protection.  In  yet  another  case,  the  family  by  a trick  obtained 
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t(.Mii])())'Hi’y  [)().sscs.sion  of  a house  whicJi  was  foe  sale,  hut  l)ei]i<; 
found  out  in  this,  then  squatted  in  the  small  council  house  occupied 
by  an  aged  relative,  and  finally  obtained  the  tenancy  of  a house  far 
too  small  for  their  requirements  situated  in  an  area  earmarked  for 
clearance.  The  other  family  is  stated  to  have  bought  a house  ! 


One  of  the  houses  in  8pencer  Street  owned  by  the  Council 
became  vacant  and  has  been  modernised  with  the  aid  of  an  Improve- 
ment Grant.  The  works  executed  were  the  conversion  of  a small 


bedroom  into  a bathroom  with  ])anelled  bath,  washbasin,  low 
pattern  W.C.;  the  installation  of  a back  boiler  and  hot  water 
service  to  the  bathroom  iittings  and  to  the  kitchen  sink,  and  an  air- 
ing cupboard;  wii'ed  throughout  for  both  light  and  power;  fixing 
modern  inset  open  fires  in  two  livingrooms,  complete  with  gas 
ignition;  laying  tile  fioor  in  one  livingroom;  constructing  a glazed 
front  vestibule.  The  total  cost  of  the  whole  of  the  works  iiicluding 
essejitial  repairs  and  architects  fees  was  £i)45/15/-  and  the  amount 
of  the  grant  £107.  The  new  tenant  is  very  pleased  with  the  house 
and  the  expense  has  been  wmll  wmrth-while. 


The  dwellings  owned  by  the  Council  now  number  19S3.  It  is 
desiral)le  that  each  of  these  houses  should  l)e  inspected  at  least  once 
in  each  year  for  cleanliness,  cultivation  of  gardens,  unauthorised 
erections  and  disrepair  but  with  a persistent  shortage  of  qualified 
staff  this  cannot  Ije  done  and  this  year  detailed  liouse-to-house 
inspections  have  been  made  of  only  the  Old  Goole  Estates,  200 
houses  in  all,  but  of  course  many  incidental  or  casual  visits  have 
been  made  to  other  houses  in  response  to  complaints  or  for  the  pur- 
[)Ose  of  investigating  applications  for  transfers,  exchanges  and 
similar  movements  of  tenants.  It  would  be  much  more  satisfactory, 
however,  if  we  had  sufficient  staff.'  to  make  a thorough  annual 
inspection  of  each  house,  so  that  disrepair  or  any  neglect  on  the 
part  of  a tenant  could  be  arrested  in  the  early  stages  and  so  mini- 
mise expense  and  irritation.  In  a few-  instances  it  has  been  necess- 
ary to  wmim  council  tenants  regarding  lack  of  cleanliness  and  untidy 
gardens  and  these  warnings  have  usually  been  enough  to  secure  an 
improvement.  Three  unfit  dwellings  have  been  voluntarily  closed 
by  the  owners  after  the  tenants  were  rehoused  by  the  Council — 21 
liook  Road,  2(1  and  38  A'ermuyden  Terrace.  144  Boothferry  Road 
has  been  demolished  to  make  way  for  some  future  business  develop- 
ment but  at  present  the  site  is  an  eyesore  because  of  a half- 
demolished  flank  wall  and  the  amount  of  rublde  and  debris  left  on 
it.  The  bombed  church  on  the  corner  of  Boothferry  Road  and 
Pariiament  Street  also  detracts  from  the  amenity  of  the  main  street 
and  it  is  high  time  that  sonieliing  wms  done  to  remedy  a state  of 
affairs  which  has  lasted  nearly  twenty  years.  (17  Marshfield  Road, 
a good  dwellinghouse  in  a good  residential  neighbourhood  has  been 
vacant  for  years,  and  due  to  neglect  is  an  intermittent  eyesore,  yet 
short  of  conq)ulsory  purchase,  there  appears  to  be  no  Avay  of  caus- 
ing the  owner  to  either  let  or  sell  it,  and  this  Avhen  many  families 
are  living  in  very  undesirable  conditions.  The  attention  of  the 
owner  Avas  drawn  to  the  dilapidated  external  ajApearance  of  the 
vacant  dwellinghouse  37  Eourth  Avenue  Avhich  is  used  as  a betting 
office  and  the  repairs  asked  for  Avere  carried  out. 
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FOOD  HYGIENE 


Slangliterhoiise. 

The  Slavighterhoiise  throngh-pul  is  again  greater  Ilian  previous 
years  and  for  the  first  time  on  record  I can  report  a total  alisence 
of  tuberculosis  in  bovine  animals  passing  through  the  slaughter- 
house during  the  year  under  review.  The  woiTs  of  renewal  and 
) m])ro\'ement  needed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Hygiene  and 
(huelty  Regulations  were  not  com|)leled  at  the  close  of  the  year 
Imt  should  l»e  finished  early  in  The  re])airs  which  the  Insur- 

ance Company  required  to  be  done  to  the  Steam  Boiler  were  satis- 
f a (d  o r i 1 y c o m ] > 1 e t e d . 

A shopkee]>er  was  warned  about  allowing  cats  to  be  in  his  food 
shop  so  as  to  risk  contamination  of  food  stuffs.  An  anonymous 
conqilaint  that  unsound  rabbits  were  being  offered  for  sale  on  the 
Public  Market  was  investigated  but  no  evidence  in  su])port  of  the 
allegation  was  found.  Two  applications  were  received  for  registra- 
tion as  hawkers  from  dealers  in  fruit,  vegetaliles  and  green  grocery. 
Both  of  these  were  approved.  A centralised  butchery  making-up 
department  has  for  some  considerable  time  been  a source  of 
f'riticism  regarding  standards  of  cleanliness,  both  of  the  premises 
nnd  the  equipment.  About  the  middle  of  the  year  however  the 
o^vners  wisely  decided  to  put  a fulltime  man  in  control  of  the 
])remises  instead  of  the  previous  arrangement  of  leaving  ea(di 
branch  man  to  do  his  own  cleaning-up  when  finished  using  Ihe 
premises.  Since  this  change  of  policy  there  has  not  been  any 
occasion  to  raise  complaints  about  the  premises. 

Public  Baths. 

The  servery  adjoining  the  refreshment  room  at  the  Public 
Baths  has  been  re-organised  and  brought  more  into  line  with  the 
rerpiirements  of  present-day  hygiene. 

WATER. 

On  1st  April,  10()2,  the  Water  Undertaking  owned  and  managed 
since  its  inception  by  the  Oouncil  will  be  taken  over  by  the  newly 
formed  Water  Board.  During  the  year  four  samples  of  water  wei“e 
taken  and  were  all  found  to  lie  highly  satisfactory. 

SWIMMING  BATH. 

During  the  year  eleven  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the 
swimming  pool  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  All 
samples  proved  satisfactory. 

SHOPS  ACTS. 

Numerous  warnings  have  been  given  to  sinall  shopkeepers  who 
persist  in  selling  prohibited  articles  outside  the  permitted  hours  of 
business.  The  occupier  of  a Fried  Fish  Shop  vms  cautioned  for 
failing  to  observe  the  early  closing  day. 

FACTORY  ACT. 

The  conveniences  provided  for  the  use  of  the  workmen  emplojmd 
at  the  No.  4 Coal  Hoist  and  the  Stone  Yard  were  found  to  be  dirlv 
and  in  need  of  decoration.  On  attention  being  drawn  to  them  these 
matters  were  remedied.  The  contractors  engaged  on  the  extensions 
to  the  Grammar  School  were  asked  to  provide  conveniences  for  the 
workmen  employed  by  them  and  agimed  to  do  so. 
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CINEMAS. 

TIk'  (Cinema  PhUkh',  (jih'  of  liiroe  ciiiciiias  in  tin'  town  lias  henn 
(Icniolished  and  the  erection  of  a su|)('nnarket  on  tlie  site  is  already 
well  in  hand  and  should  be  completed  during  1902. 

HOTELS. 

Further  to  representations  made  to  the  owners  in  195S  exten- 
sive alterations  have  been  carried  out  at  thi'  Wheatshi'af  Hotel, 
Albert  Street  including  new  convenienci's  for  males  and  females, 
new  facilities  for  the  washing  of  glasses  also  thorough  redecoration 
and  refurnishing.  Our  efforts  to  get  further  conveniences  for  males 
at  the  North  Eastern  Hotel  have  so  far  been  unsuccessful  but  the 
matter  is  still  having  consideration. 


CLUBS. 

The  premises  of  the  Victoria  Club,  Carter  Street  have  been 
extensively  altered  and  improved.  The  sanitary  conveniences, 
facilities  for  personal  alilntions  and  for  the  washing  of  glasses  and 
utensils  are  no^v  satisfactory.

Avas  in  use  as  a separate  dwelling  Avas  removed  on  our  request. 
1 am  pleased  to  report  that  the  derelict  motor  vehicles  and  refuse 
which  caused  Shorts  Field  at  the  corner  of  Pasture  Road  and 
Boothferry  Road  to  be  such  an  eyesore  have  now  been  removed  and 
the  site  made  tidy.  The  erection  of  the  advertisement  hoardings 
fronting  on  to  Pasture  Road  while  not  an  ideal  solution  is  an 
improvement  on  the  previous  conditions. 
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STORAGE  OF  PETROLEUM. 

The  County  Fire  Prevention  Olticer  makes  an  insi)eetion  of  all 
])etrol  installation.s  each  year  and  any  defects  found  by  liini  ai'c 
remedied  prior  to  the  issue  oi'  renewal  of  the  licence.  During  the 
intei'im  period  the  storage  tank  at  Messrs.  E.  Timm  & Sons,  Booth- 
ferry  Road  was  found  to  be  leaking  and  was  renewed.  The  tank 
at  the  premises  of  the  Rainbow  Motor  Company  in  Carlisle  Stimet 
was  also  found  to  be  leaking  and  was  renewed.  At  the  premises  of 
klessrs.  Kennings  (Hull)  Ltd.,  Paragon  Garage,  Rawclifte  Road  the 
use  of  the  four  old  tanks  was  discontinued  and  foiii-  new  tanks  willi 
a total  capacity  of  12,000  gallons  were  installed.  The  })remises  in 
First  Avenue  formerly  occupied  by  Messrs.  W.  Short  have  now 
l)een  takeii  over  by  Messrs.  Littlewoods  Ltd.,  and  the  storage  tank 
is  again  in  use.  An  escape  of  petrol  which  was  ('arising  funu's 
in  a dwellinghouse  was  traced  to  its  source  several  hundred  yards 
distant  and  illustrates  the  danger  which  may  arise  rvhen  petrol 
inadvertantly  gains  access  to  drains  and  sewers. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

'Idu'  Council  employs  a Rodent  Operative  and  provides  a free 
disinfestation  service  for  householders.  Occupiers  of  business  pi'em- 
ises  are  given  advice  on  the  most  suitable  method  of  eradicatimi. 

During  the  year  115  complaints  of  rat  infestation  and  .'>1  of 
mouse  infestation  received  attention.  These,  together  with  routine 
surveys  of  property  and  allotments  owned  by  the  Council  resulted 
in  1,819  visits  Ireing  paid  by  the  Rodent  Operative  in  addition  to 
8.‘>  visits  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

The  numbei'  of  infestations  at  the  Council’s  Refuse'  Tip  at 
Airmyn  Wood  and  the  time  and  effort  consumed  in  treating 
them,  illustrated  the  necessity  for  refuse  being  tipped  in  a 
‘h' out  rolled”  manner.
